BRITISH NATIONALIST has uncovered a sinister attempt by the 
Tower Hamlets Liberal Democrats to gag local press coverage of 
the BNP. We have come into the possession of secret correspon- 
dence between the council and the GLEN publishing group, which 
produces the East London Advertiser. In a memo dated 6 October 
1993, Vincent Hanna (a left-wing journalist hired as a PR man by 
the Liberals) informs council leader Peter Hughes that he has 


persuaded Phil Evans of the GLEN group to stop 
‘‘promoting the interests of the BNP” by publishing 
articles that could be construed as favourable to the 


British National Party. 


A grovelling fax from Mr 
Evans of the GLEN group 
apologises for the ‘sympathetic’ 
treatment of BNP Councillor 
Derek Beackon, and promises 
that ‘‘this 
corrected for the future.”’’ 

How did the council bring 
about this U-turn? it certainly 
wasn’t the magnetic personality 
of the odious Vincent Hanna that 
twisted the publisher’s arm. The 
clues are provided in the last 
paragraph of Hanna’s memo: “‘I 
think that this has proved a 
useful test case of their good 
intentions, and propose to 
proceed with negotiations.”’ 

Negotiations for what? Phil 
Evans’ fax lets the cat out of the 
bag by referring to ‘‘the proposed 
arrangements to publish the 
Council’s newspaper...”’

The leaders of the Tory Party used 
their annual conference to bang the 
so-called ‘right-wing’ drum.

The Commission for Racial 
Equality (CRE) has set a target of fifty 
per cent for ‘ethnic’ recruitment among 
its 200 staff — more than five times 
the official proportion of non-whites in 
the British population as a whole. 


INFLATED TARGET 


But worse than this, the nutty 
quango’s own figures show no less 
than two thirds of the CRE’s staff are 


in fact non-white, thus exceeding even. 


its own inflated target. 


The figures were uncovered in the 


. same month that a white worker at the 
CRE has claimed he was victimised for 
his colour. Michael Ringe lost his 
£20,000 a year job as a printroom 


supervisor and was replaced in 1991 by 


a black man. 


Mr Ringe has gone to an industrial’ 


tribunal alleging racial discrimination. 
The CRE’s own figures for 1992 show 
‘that only three out of sixteen typists, 
one out of fourteen secretaries, and 
three out of twenty-four administrative 
officers were white. 


GUILTY 


Ironically, if any other organisation 
was guilty of this employment policy, 
it would be investigated by the CRE! 

The CRE is just one of a huge 
range of ‘anti-racist’ quangos funded 
by central and local government, using 
tax-payers’ money. The ‘anti-racist’ 
industry is estimated to be worth over 
a hundred million pounds a year. 

Directly or ‘indirectly, tax-payers 
pick up the tab. 

To give a recent example, when the 
Government allowed the race riot at 
Welling last month, the march which 
sparked the riot was led by the so- 
called *Anti-Nazi League’ (ANAL).

FURY greeted the decision by black 
bride Takiwa Sankofa to ban all 
whites from her wedding to an 
African. When asked if she regretted 
the racist outburst, Miss Sankofa 
arrogantly replied: ‘‘You can kiss my 
black ass.’’ 

Interestingly, the bride’s father was 
once a community relations officer for 
the Commission for Racial Equality 
and was given the MBE for his 
contribution to ‘anti-racism’. Sankofa 
wrote on the wedding invitations: ‘‘It 
is important that our guests are aware 
‘we support the struggle to unite 
African people worldwide.’’ 


Has the wedding group been 
prosecuted under our infamous ‘race 
relations’ laws?

RACE LAWS 


One could certainly predict that if a 
group of whites were to forbid blacks 
from attending a wedding, they would 
face the full weight of Britain’s vicious 
race laws, not to mention demon- 
Strations by ‘anti-racist’ groups.

Tories allow foreigners to get 
rich from our welfare system 


BRITAIN is being thrown open to the 
whole world as a freeloaders’ 
paradise. 

Masses of alien gatecrashers are being 
encouraged to take advantage of Britain’s 
soft-touch welfare system. We already 
allow any self-styled ‘political refugee’ 
with a hard luck story about ‘persecution’ 
back in his homeland to pitch up here 
demanding asylum and stay on for what 
amounts to an indefinite period, whilst his 
individual case is investigated by the 
immigration authorities.

CRAZY RULES 


This alone would be enough to draw 
millions of foreigners here. But coupled 
with this country’s crazy rules under the 
1988 Housing Benefit Act we’re talking 
about an open invitation card and a blank 
cheque all in one. 

As things stand, wealthy property 
Owners in this country out for a fast buck 
can take in jobless immigrants and charge 
the ‘going rate’, in full accordance with the 
Tory Government’s ‘free market’ 
principles. The tab is then picked up by the 
British taxpayer by way of the DSS and the 
local authority, who pay the rent. 

Alien property spivs Simon Savva and 
‘Paul Adaman of Crawford Lettings, a west 
London agency, are well in on the scam. 
Said Savva: ‘“We are desperate for people 
to let us rent their properties. We can’t 
keep up with the influx of foreigners.” 
Partner Adaman confirmed this: ‘‘They are 
queuing up to be housed free of charge’ he. 
said. 

As the message about soft touch Britain 
gets around the third world, more and more 
takers are on the way — and who can 
blame them? 


RENT CLAIMS 


Last year rent claims by foreigners 
were filed with local councils at the rate of 
400 per week. 

The beauty of it all from the landlords 
point of view is that they or their agents, 
people like Savva and Adaman, can whack 
up rents-as much as they like. The 
unemployed newcomer pays nothing. DSS 
and local authority officials couldn’t care 
less; it’s not their money. The taxpayer is 
kept in blissful ignorance by the politicians 
jand media, who tell them the minimum so 
‘nobody complains. 


SCARCE RESOURCES 


Meanwhile, native Britons are left 
wondering why they are left with crumbs 
from the table. The reason is that scarce 
resources that should be going to them are 
being lavished on alien immigrants who 
never contributed a penny in National 
Insurance or taxes. As we proved in last 
‘month’s newspaper, local authorities are

In the south London Borough. of 
Lambeth, a system of backhanders for the

created this mess, is now publicly agonising 
about how to finance the £50billion budget 
deficit. The DSS alone accounts for

IMMIGRATION 


An immediate halt to immigration 
would go far towards wiping out this deficit 
altogether. But instead of this, Chancellor 
Kenneth Clarke wants to increase taxes and 
charges on the productive British majority. 
Swingeing VAT charges are to be 
introduced on domestic heating, and the 
working population is to be charged for. 
services such as health and education. All 
this will hit the low to middle income 
groups, the centre of the British population, 
who once again will have to pay the milch- 
cow.

Mass immigration has long been 
official Tory policy. John Major won his 
spurs in the Party over twenty years ago 
when, as Tory leader of Brixton Council, 
he drove all opponents of immigration from 
party ranks and opened the area’s housing 
estates to immigrants.

As expected, a small rent-a-mob of 
left-wing ‘anti-racists’ attempted (and 
failed) to stop the meeting by force. 
What was even more disgraceful was 
the walk-out by extreme left-wing 
Labour councillors. This is so typical 
of the Left: When they can’t win an 
argument by peaceful debate, they 
resort to physical intimidation. 


INTIMIDATION 

Despite the intimidation tactics, 
which were aimed as much against the 
ordinary voters of Millwall as against 
the BNP, Cllr Beackon attended the 
meeting.

Edmonds still 
held in jail 


BNP NATIONAL Activities Organiser 
Richard Edmonds has again been 
refused bail pending further police 
enquiries into the incident that led to 
his being detained. Another activist, 
Simon Biggs, is also still on remand. 

The laws of Sub Judice prohibit our 
commenting on the men’s guilt or 
innocence. What can be said is that 
their being refused bail is quite 
extraordinary considering the nature of 
the case. Bail is normally given to 
people facing far more serious charges 
than are involved here. Recently, three 
men accused of killing PC Patrick 
Dunne were given bail. 


The most recent application for bail; 


was refused on the grounds that 
Richard is ‘‘an organiser of the British 
National Party’’ — a decision which 
amounts ` in effect to political 
internment. 


The other two members of the 


‘Brick Lane Four’ have since been 
released on bail. 

It is understood that the trial of the 
men will be in January, which means 


that they face the unpleasant prospect 


of Christmas in jail. 

In the meantime, we encourage our 
readers to send them messages of 
goodwill and support. 

Both men are held at HMP Prison 
Brixton, Jebb Avenue, London SW2. It 
would be a good idea if those writing 
to them wrote the words ‘Political 
Prisoner’ after their names on the 
envelope.

LAST YEAR, when the British National 


Party achieved twenty per cent of the 


vote in Millwall during local council 
elections, our enemies confidently 
predicted that it was a one-off protest 
vote which would ‘‘evaporate’’ at the 
next election. 

As the whole world now knows, far 
from evaporating, the Party’s share of the 
vote doubled, and Derek Beackon became 


‘the first ever BNP councillor. 


While the Establishment was knocked 
for six by the Millwall result, it was not 
quite so much of a surprise to the BNP. 
Since 1989/90, the Party’s electoral per- 
formance had been steadily improving, not 


only in the East End of London, but across 


the country as a whole. Even if we had not 
won Millwall this time around, it was only 


a matter of months before a breakthrough 


would be achieved. 


VICTORY 


The Tower Hamlets victory has not 
only proved that the BNP can win elect- 
ions, but has caught the imagination of the 
public as a whole and given new hope to an 
electorate in despair over the cynicism of 
the old parties. 

Indeed, recent opinion polls suggest 
that if a General Election was held tomorr- 


ow the BNP would win a landslide victory! | 


A recent telephone poll by the East 
London Advertiser (a paper which is no 
friend of the BNP) of nearly five thousand 


people in the East End, revealed that. 


support for the BNP is running at over 
eighty-one per cent, 

In other words, having seen that the 
BNP can win seats, many more people are 
now prepared to support the Party than was 
the case before Derek Beackon’s victory. 


SUPPORT 


The poll by the Advertiser was no freak 
result; a number of other soundings across 
Britain have revealed similar levels of 
support for the BNP and its policies. An 


ICM poll commissioned by the Sunday 


Express revealed that ‘‘a huge majority of 
people in Britain are still worried about 
immigration.” In fact, no less than eighty 
one per cent said they were ‘concerned’ 
about immigration. Thirty-six per cent 
favoured compulsory repatriation, and a 
large number favoured some form 
voluntary repatriation. Hardly the ideal of 
‘multi-racial harmony’ being pushed by the 
Government! | 


Indeed, the Express article went on to 


predict further gains for the BNP in next 
year’s local council elections. The paper 
said that in areas of high immigration and 
high white unemployment ‘‘only a minor 
swing from the main parties would make 
them BNP strongholds.” 

Despite the hopes of our enemies, there 
are a number of good reasons to be 
confident that support for the BNP will 
continue to grow rather than decline. 

Firstly, opinion polls almost certainly 


underestimate support for the BNP. This is 
because many people are ‘still afraid to 


openly express ‘dangerous’ opinions on 
race. Also, the polls include interviews 
with alien voters who would naturally 
reject the BNP. Thus, support among the 


white community is much higher than the 


polls suggest. 

Secondly, unlike previous ‘new’ parties 
such as the SDP or the Greens, the BNP’s 
support is not simply built on a short-lived 
protest vote. Voters quickly deserted these 
parties when they realised that their policies 
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massively increased since Councillor Derek Beackon’s victory in Millwall. 
This is because ordinary Eastenders now realise that the Party can win 


elections, and are therefore prepared to vote for it. The report goes on to say
